Hooking Up the Player

Step 2: Inserting Batteries into the Remote 

You can control the player using the supplied remote. Insert two Size AA (R6) batteries by 
matching the © and 0 ends on the batteries to the markings inside the compartment. When 
using the remote, point it at the remote sensor [§] on the player.

Digital audio compression technology 
developed by Dolby Laboratories. This 
technology conforms to 5. 1 -channel surround 
sound. The rear channel is stereo and there is 
a discrete subwoofer channel in this format. 
Dolby Digital provides the same 5.1 discrete 
channels of high quality digital audio found in 
"Dolby Digital" theather surround sound 
systems. Good channel separation is realized 
because all of the channel data are recorded 
discretely and little deterioration is realized 
because all channel data processing is digital. 



Dolby Surround (Pro Logic) (page 20) 

Audio signal processing technology that 
Dolby Laboratories developed for surround 
sound.

DVD (page 6)
